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1) ...harvest fool you. The Bible promises that one way or another 
you reap what you so. I believe that these words are some of 
the most fearful in the word of God for this temporal world. The 
most fearful words in eternity are Matthew 7:23 ...I never knew 
you: depart from me, ye that work iniquity. But for now in this 
temporal world the principal of sowing and reaping can be a 
very fearful one. It's taught in several places. Job 4:8 Even as I 
have seen, they that plow iniquity, and sow wickedness, reap 
the same. Proverbs 11:18 The wicked worketh a deceitful work: 
but to him that soweth righteousness shall be a sure reward. 
Ecclesiastes 11:1 Cast thy bread upon the waters: for thou shalt 
find it after many days. Luke 6:38 Give, and it shall be given 
unto you; good measure, pressed down, and shaken together, 
and running over, shall men give into your bosom. For with the 
same measure that ye mete withal it shall be measured to you 
again. But these fearful words can be turned to fruitful words as 
well. Every one of us can turn this fearful verse into a Fruitful

2) ...subjection to the law would reap a spiritual harvest! Has the 
world and Satan Deceived you concerning sowing and reaping? 

3) ...went right along your may way thinking I'll not reap the sin 
that I'm sowing. Deceived! Refuse the Deception. 
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1) ...you don't always reap what you you sow! Renounce such 
derision and mockery of God! Let god be true and every man 
and every experience be a liar! 
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2) ...to reason through what sort of seed we are sowing. 


3) ...This real not only applies to sin and finances, but as one 
authors says "to love, to work, to time, to patience, to kindness, 
to forgiveness, to bitterness, to selfishness." What ever seed you 
lay down in life it will return. I would do some hefty thinking 
about what I am sowing right now. 
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1) ...the amount is critical. If I plant a small seed of Okra in a field 
of corn, okra is not going to overtake the field come harvest. 
This is a comforting admonition to us today. Maybe you have 
been deceived and have been mocking God sowing to the flesh. 
You can stop right now and affect the harvest of the future! Or if 
you have been sowing to the Spirit, obedient to God, don't stop 
now there is a guaranteed harvest on the horizon! 

2) It was always a multiplied harvest. Not just one for one. But ten 
thousand times over. Children, the rebellion that is being sown 
in your life toward your parents, will reap you a flood tied of life 
ruining rebellion. Moms and Dad's that angry spirit and hurtful 
attitude toward you mate and children will reap you a thousand 
fold in return. 

3) ...it takes time for a harvest to mature. Don't grow weary, don't 
faint! Satan will whisper, "You are out in this hot field and you 
have not seen not even the slightest leaf come out of the 
ground, just let up, relax a little, don't put so much in to this 
labor!" Take hear, brother and sister, there is a harvest! Don't 
stop. Don't quit! Maxcy Filer of Compton, California is a firm 
believer in the adage, "If at first you don't succeed, try, try 
again." Mr Filer began taking the California Bar Exam in the mid 
1960s. He didn't pass it the first time or the second time. In fact, 
he didn't pass the exam until his forty-eighth try. Before earning 
a passing grade, he failed forty-seven times over a span of 
twenty-five years. Sometimes the tests of life seem 
"unpassable," but "Let us not lose heart in doing good, for in 
due time we shall reap if we do not grow weary" (Gal. 6:9).
